Even  after  he  left  editorship 
of  the  Baptist  weekly  news¬ 
paper  in  1950,  he  had  remained 
active  as  Us  editor  emeritus  and 
attended  meetings  of  editors  of 
Southern  Baptist  Theological 
Seminary,  Louisville,  Ky.,  and 
pastored  churches  in  Alabama 
for  about  10  years  before  edit¬ 
ing  the  Alabama  Baptist  in  1919. 

During  his  30  years  as  Its 
editor,  the  circulation  of  the 
newspaper  increased  from  3,000 
to  40,000.  Although  no  longer 
officially  a  pastor,  he  was  in 
demand  as  a  speaker  constantly 
and  travelled  thousands  of 
miles  to  fill  engagements.

People  just  can't  reconcile 
inconsistent  Christian  living 
with  those  who  profess  to  be 
Christian.”

II.  A  DEAD  MAN  RAISED 
TO  LIFE 

(Luke  7:11-18).  This  miracle ! 
occurred  just  outside  the  city  I 
of  Nain.  It  is  another  instant  of 
the  Lord's  conferring  a  blessing 
upon  one  person  for  the  sake  of 
another.  The  Roman  captain 
was  a  man  of  great  faith.  We 
are  not  told  that  the  widow  of 
Nain  had  any  faith  in  Jesus  at 
alL  He  may  have  been  an  utter 
stranger  to  her,  but  she  was  in 
deep  distress  and  unutterable 
sorrow.  Her  son  was  her  only 
companion  in  her  home.  Un- 
strong  prop  upon  which  she 
leaned  for  support. 

She  was  weeping  as  she  walk 
ed  toward  the  grave  by  the 
side  of  the  bier  upon  which  her 
dead  son  was  being  carried,  and 
now  this  man,  to  her  a  stranger, 
addresses  her  to  say,  "Weep 
not”,  and  she  looks  in  surprise 
upon  him.  Not  knowing  what 
response  to  make  in  words,  but 
obeying  the  command  because 
of  the  compelling  manner  of 
the  man  who  uttered  it.  The 
same  voice  in  Lordly  command 
addressed  itself  to  the  corpse 
upon  the  bier,  “Young  man,  I 
say  to  you.  Get  up”.  Instantly 
full  powered  life  flowed  back 
Into  the  rigid  body  of  this  young 
man,  and  Jesus  no  doubt  took 
him  by  the  hand  as  he  was  talk¬ 
ing  to  his  friend  and  presented 
him  to  his  mother.  This  in  an¬ 
other  example  of  the  Lord’s  ab¬ 
solute  power  of  life  and  death. 

IIL  JOHN’S  BEWILDERED 
INQUIRY  AND 
JESUS’  DECISIVE  ANSWER 

(Luke  7:19-28).  We  are  moved 
to  sympathy  for  John  the  loyal, 
John  the  impulsive,  John  the 
brave.  He  had  come  preaching 
the  baptism  of  repentance.  To 
One  who  was  to  come  the  prom¬ 


ised  Messiah  of  his  people  and 
dearer  than  his  own  life,  he  held 
the  opinion  that  he  knew  what 
the  Messiah  would  do  when 
once  he  had  arrived.  John  was 
a  man  of  immediate  action.  Hr 
said  concerning  the  coming 
One,  “His  winnowing  fan  is  in 
His  hand  thoroughly  to  cleanse 
His  threshing  floor.  He  will 
gather  the  pure  wheat  in  His 
barn,  but  he  will  burn  up  the 
chaff  with  unquenchable  fire.” 

Let  us  say  that  what  John 
prophisied  as  to  the  final  result 
of  the  Lord’s  work  is  to  be  ful 
filled,  but  John  believed  that  it 
was  to  be  fulfilled  right  away. 

He  believed  that  when 
Messiah  came,  be  would  at  once 
begin  to  wind  things  up,  to  re¬ 
ward  the  righteous  and  the  un¬ 
righteous,  each  according  to  his 
deeds,  in  other  words,  John  had 
a  program  of  his  own,  according 
to  which  he  thought  Messiah 
would  carry  on.  (And  may  I  dig¬ 
ress  to  say  that  John  is  by  no 
means  the  last  Baptist  preacher 
to  make  that  mistake.  The  land 
is  full  of  brethren  who  have 
their  program  of  the  Lord’s  re¬ 
turn  all  wrought  out  They  have 
planned  His  second  coming,  and 
1  myself  have  lived  long  enough 
in  the  earth  to  see  plan  after 
plan  of  theirs  smashed  to  bits 
by  the  events  which  the  Lord 
has  kept  within  his  own  author¬ 
ity.) 

When  Jesus  came,  he  did  not 
begin  to  do  what  John  said  that 
he  would  begin  to  do  and  John, 
like  Jonah  before  Ninevah,  was 
disappointed.  A  year  and  a  hail 
'  had  passed  since  John  had 
1  preached  the  coming  of  this 
avenging  Messiah  and  the  Mes¬ 
siah  to  whom  he  had  testified 
had  not  done  as  John  had  ex¬ 
pected.  John  had  been  arrested 
for  telling  thq  lecherous  tyrant 
the  truth  to  his  face  and  had 
been  put  in  prison  to  please  a 
wicked  woman,  and  He  to  whom 
John  had  born  witness  was  al¬ 
lowing  him  to  languish  there  in 
prison. 

“Why  does  He  not  deliver  me 
from  this  scorching  ground?" 
Thus  John  might  have  reasoned 
and  no  doubt  did.  He  did  not 
doubt  that  the  man  to  whom  he 
had  born  witness  was  God's 
Messiah,  but  he  was  disappoint 
ed  in  the  kind  of  work  and  the 
method  which  he  employed  in 
doing  it.  And  so  his  question, 
“Are  you  He  that  cometh,  or 
are  we  to  expect  a  different 
king  of  work  from  you.  Are  you, 
being  the  One  for  whom  we

EVIDENCES  OF  JESUS'

Bible  Text:  Luke  7. 

L  THE  FIRST  EVIDENCE 

The  healing  of  the  captain's 
clave.  This  incident  is  recorded 
in  the  first  ten  verses  of  Luke 
7.  The  Roman  captain  was  a 
prominent  man  and  his  Jewish 
friends  besought  Jesus  to  grant 
the  captains  request  because  of 
his  prominence  and  his  friend¬ 
ship  for  them. 

The  Jews  said,  “He  is  wor¬ 
thy.” 

The  captain  said,  “I  am  not 
worthy". 

The  Jews  were  thinking  of 
worldly  place  and  position  as 
conferring  worth  upon  a  man 
Jesus  and  the  captain  were 
thinking  of  the  grace  and  mercy 
of  God,  of  which  no  man  in  his 
earthly  right  is  worthy.  The  cap¬ 
tain  believed  in  the  sheer 
power  of  the  word  of  Jesus,  that 
it  was  not  necessary  for  Jesus 
to  come  to  his  house  at  all.  But 
simply  for  him  to  speak  the 
word  and  the  slave  boy  would 
be  healed. 

He  reasoned  from  analogy. 
“Just  as  I  am  under  the  author¬ 
ity  of  Rome  and  speak  by 
authority  of  Rome,  so  that  when 
I  say  to  a  soldier  ‘Do  this  or 
that'  he  does  it  not  because  1 
am  personally  who  I  am,  but  be¬ 
cause  1  represent  the  Roman 
government,  so  yon  also  are  a 
man  under  authority,  tne  auth¬ 
ority  of  tlie  Kingdom  of  Heaven. 
Vt  ben  you  speak,  it  is  not  sim 
ply  the  voice  of  a  man,  but  It 
is  the  voice  of  all  authority  in 
heaven  and  on  earth”. 

Of  course  Jesus  understood 
the  captain's  reasoning  perfect¬ 
ly  and  was  moved  with  wonder¬ 
ing  pleasure  to  say,  “This  is  the 
most  intelligent  faith  that  1

Of  The  People,  By  The  People,  For  The  People.  .  .  J 


Abraham  Lincoln  uttered  this  never  to  be  forgotten  phrase  as  he  spoke  his  Gettysburg  Address.  It  has  been  a  symbol  to  us 
and  a  special  reminder  of  our  rights  and  also  of  our  obligations  as  a  citizen  of  this  country. 

Likewise  in  our  Baptist  faith  and  practice  we  feel  we  have  our  rights  and  then  without  a  murmur  we  assume  our  obliga¬ 
tions.  What  we  do  as  a  church,  an  association  and  a  convention  is  surely  of  the  Baptist,  by  the  Baptists  and  for  the  Baptist  program 
and  purpose. 

It  was  our  churches  by  its  members  acting  through  the  Convention  that  set  in  motion  our  Baptist  Orphanage  which  we 
still  own  and  operate.  It  was  our  churches  that  set  up-  the  financial  plan  of  its  support  and  set  out  the  policies  of  operation. 

During  the  years  the  Orphanage  has  received  its  support  in  many  ways.  In  days  gone  by,  before  the  Cooperative  Program, 
special  offerings  and  appeals  were  made  throughout  the  year.  Birthday  Offerings  were  sent  in,  contributions  were  made  in  practical¬ 
ly  all  of  the  Associational  Meetings,  which  was  considered  a  “Love  Offering’’  for  the  children.  Mother’s  Day  and  Thanksgiving  Of¬ 


ferings  were  designated  by  the  Convention.  This  was  during  the  time  when  the  Orphanage  was  greatly  in  need  and  also  when  our 
people  did  not  have  the  money  to  give  or  had  not  learned  the  grace  of  giving  or  faithful  in  their  stewardship  of  money.  The  Coopera¬ 
tive  Program  came  into  being  and  for  many  years  the  people  were  not  informed  or  inspired  to  give  proportionately  through  the  Co¬ 
operative  Program  as  they  are  now  doing.  For  many  years  the  percentage  allotted  to  the  Orphanage  through  the  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram  varied,  sometimes  8%,  6%,  4%,  2%  and  then  back  to  3%  of  the  distributable  dollar  where  it  is  at  the  present  time. 

Several  years  ago  Mother’s  Day  was  designated  for  the  Baptist  Hospital  by  the  Convention.  The  Orphanage  is  now  sup¬ 
ported  through  the  3%  from  the  Cooperative  Program  and  the  THANKSGIVING  CONTRIBUTIONS. 

This  is  the  time  —  THE  THANKSGIVING  SEASON— when  all  of  our  Baptist  people  are  asked  to  remember  the  BAP¬

Division  two,  for  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  causes, 
would  total  $619,692.83  and  be 
allocated  among  the  20  causes 
sponsored  by  the  Convention, 
$77,692.83  from  this  Division 
would  be  earmarked  for  Admin¬ 
istration,  Promotion,  Evangel¬ 
ism,  Retirement  Plans  and 
W.M.U.  Administration. 

Division  Three,  for  capital 
needs  of  institution,  would  total 
$302,986.35  and  be  allocated  as 
follows: 

$200,000  for  the  four  colleges 
of  the  denomination,  to  be  divid¬ 
ed  by  Education  Commission; 
$30,000  for  Mississippi  Baptist 
Hospital;  $25,000  for  Kittiwake 
Assembly  and  $10,000  for  Bap¬ 
tist  Memorial  Hospital  Mem¬ 
phis,  and  $37,986  35  from  this 
Division  earmarked  for  Admin¬ 
istration,  Promotion,  Evangel¬ 
ism,  Retirement  Plans  and 
W.M.U.  Administration. 

Each  of  the  three  divisions 
would  share  each  month  propor¬ 
tionately  in  receipts. 

The  Convention  opened  its 
120th  annual  session  at  9:30 
Tuesday  morning  in  Jackson's 
First  Church. 

With  Owen  Cooper,  promi¬ 
nent  Yazoo  City  business  roan 
and  layman  in  the  chair,  all 
sessions  promise  to  contain 
highlights.
